It’s my second column and so far, so good. Your loggings seem to be getting here! There have been 
a few “stragglers” and they have been added to this report. Overall, I think the transition in editors 
went smoothly. My letter carrier isn’t sure about all of this, though; between the loggings you send and 
the QSLs from MW and SW stations that I receive, she’s given me a few “what’s-going-on” looks when 
she delivers the mail! I’m letting her think I’m a spy. Who knows, I just might start a Numbers Station! 
O.K., we've all gotten the word (in #24) about proper formatting for submis- 
sions. Paul says (and I concur) to make sure that when you submit to DDXD—or SPO 


any other column—to “check the format of each column you’re reporting to, and RADIO 


try to follow that format...”. That makes sense, and it means a lot less work for 

Paul and other editors. Just look at how the listings are printed in the DXN, and 

when you submit your loggings, please try to follow that format: Frequency, Call 

Letters, State/Province, Community of License, Date, Time (in Local Eastern Time), 

then your comments. This will make us all very happy, and make DDXD-East and other columns easier 
to edit. 1 humbly request that you follow the same format on your hand-written logs and in e-mail 
submissions. (Me, too -pls.) 

At times it is a difficult task for me to decide where those “iffy” loggings should go. Are they solid 
loggings, tentative loggings, or do they belong in the UNID category? I know we all work hard at our 
hobby and we take our loggings seriously, so I really want to give credit where it should be given. 
There are times, however, when I just don’t see that a definite logging can be made. For example, if you 
heard a local sports team playing—like the “Willamette Weasles”—does that qualify as an ID for a 
station in Willamette if that’s all you heard? With the proliferation of “mini-networks” and such, if 
that's all you can verify, it doesn’t qualify, unless there‘s only one station known to carry the Weasles. 
But a couple of local ads as well would make all the difference! 

In my opinion, loggings don’t need a solid, FCC-legal ID with call letters followed by community of 
license. For example, if you log a station that gives a frequency, and in a few spots or PSA's, you hear 
a number of references to a specific town—and the station’s programming is consistent with what we 
already know—that’s good enough for me. But if all you have is “C&W music heard” where there’s a 
known C&W station, keep digging! Maybe it means that you need to listen longer for the “Weasels” 
station to ID itself or for the C&W station to give you a few more clues. Listening, after all, is what the 
hobby is all about! 

Although I am new at this, I take the job of editor very seriously. Our hobby and our time are very 
important to you and to me. ;

OFF THE INTERNET 

Pete Kemp reports that Nassau Communications of New Jersey has purchased WPUT, WINE, WRKI 
and WAXB in the Danbury, CT area, from Aurora. With the sale, this group is added to the parent 
company’s WICC/WEBE holdings in Connecticut. It should be noted that WICC dropped talk a few 
weeks ago and the WPUT/WINE duo switched to MOYL just prior to that. The WINE/WPUT group 
has been sold 7 times in 8 years, the last time just 6 months ago. [See NERW, below - MS]. 

From Scott Fybush’s “North East Radio Watch” e-mail newsletter, used by permission: Aurora Broad- 
casting sold its CONNECTICUT and NEW YORK stations to Nassau Broadcasting for almost twice 
what the company paid. WTRY is being spun off to Chase Radio Properties, which also grabbed CC/ 
AMF® spinoffs in Reading, Baltimore, Biloxi, Riverside, San Diego, San Francisco /San Jose, and Waco. 
Arthur Liu’s Multicultural Broadcasting has paid $850,000 for Bonita Bequet’s SS 1440 WNYG (Babylon). 
NERW suspects the strategy behind this one may involve silencing or moving WNYG to improve the 
signal of Liu’s 1430 WNSW NJ Newark. 

Call letter changes: 1300 WLIR NY Spring Valley in Rockland County changes to WRCR. 1340 
WKGJ NY Auburn calls change to WWLF, fitting with 1340’s Radio Disney simulcast with WOLF 
Syracuse and WOLF-FM Oswego. 1260 WMMM CT Westport has a new old set of call letters, chang- 
ing calls this week to WSHU, matching its sister public radio outlet on FM, now WSHU-FM (91.1 
Fairfield). 

PLAY BALL: Late word out of Montreal is that 730 CKAC is close to a deal to carry the team’s 
games in French, but there’s still no resolution with potential English outlet 800 CJAD. Buffalo Bisons 
games will interrupt the CHR simulcast on 1520 WWKB; the Rochester Red Wings’ weekday games 
willbe heard on 1280 WHTK, with weekend games on 1180 WHAM; the Syracuse SkyChiefs continue 
to be heard on 620 WHEN; and we believe the Pawtucket Red Sox will be heard on 790. 

In the Double-A Eastern League, 1150 WMRD CT Middletown is this year’s New Britain Rock 
Cats flagship, with the rest of the network jumping in and out depending on the day of the week. 
Buckley’s AM stations (1360 WDRC, 1240 WWCO, 1470 WMMW and 610 WSNG) will carry Tuesday, 
Wednesday, and Thursday games; WPRX in Bristol, last year’s flagship, will carry Friday games; and 
1420 WLIS CT Old Saybrook will carry what it can when there’s no major league game to commit to. In 
New York State, the Binghamton Mets will be heard on WNBF, wherever it ends up on the dial (al- 
though the deal to move it from 1290 to WINR’s 680 spot appears to be on hold for now. 

There’s a tower missing in central MAINE: one of the three towers at 1280 WFAU ME Gardiner. 
NERW reader Rob Sobczak reports driving by the site (also home to the studios of WABK and WKCG) 
and seeing two AM towers instead of the three. It seems the missing one fell sometime Wednesday 
night, though the circumstances remain a bit unclear. WFAU remains on the air from the remaining 
two towers; no word yet on power or pattern reductions as a result. 

Carter Broadcasting’s 830 WCRN MA Worcester has become that city’s most potent AM signal with 
the grant this week of a daytime power increase from 5 kilowatts to 50. WCRN’s new daytime signal 
will use the same three towers and the same pattern as the current signal, nulling towards the south- 
west to protect 840 WRYM CT New Britain.

John speaks: “The DXpedition on the first weekend at Grayland consisted of Don Nelson, Guy 
Atkins, Walt Salmaniw and Bill Smith, W5USM, from Dallas and John Bryant. Various antennas were 
in use, including four beverages pointed at various directions and two K9AYs. The medium wave 
conditions were about what I remember from near the peak of the last sunspot cycle. Signals were 
noted on many channels, but most at only threshold level. Most of those that became quite good tended 
to remain so for only short periods of time before diving back into the mud. Happily, there were some 
exceptions to this general situation. What was remarkable through out both weekends was the concen- 
tration of DX from the general area of Japan, the Koreas and Manchuria plus the Amur River area. 
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Over 95 percent of the signals emanated from that tight region for all six mornings scattered over a ten 

day period. Only one signal was logged from New Zealand, only two from Australia and only a few 

super-power stations from farther south on the east coast of Asia. The other DXers present the first 
weekend concentrated almost exclusively on the rather better conditions found on the Tropical hortwave 
bands. 

I spent the morning of the 13th entirely on comparing our best 1000’ beverage (bore-sighted on 
Japan and the China coast) with Don Nelson’s Wellbrook Communications K9AY loop. The results 
were semi-stunning. On a couple of dozen MW signals from Japan and the Koreas, the beverage NEVER 
out-paced the loop. About 80 percent of the time, they were indistinguishable. The other20 percent of 
the time, the Wellbrook K9AY was clearly superior, usually because it did a better job of rejecting 
relatively high angle splatter from nearly co-channel nearby American stations. The performance of 
the K9AY was so impressive that I did not even bother putting up beverages for the second weekend. 

The second weekend (March 18,19,20), I DXed solo on Saturday and Monday mornings but was 
joined for Saturday night/Sunday morning by MWDX legend Bruce Portzer from Seattle. We were 
using my own special Wellbrook K9AY model which offers 8 separate directional possibilities (using 
four loops) rather than the four directions available with the standard two-loop K9AY. Bruce was the 
chief operator of the antenna Saturday night and pretty well fell in love with it, too. He, too, appreci- 
ates the choices available with a directional antenna at every 45 degrees. We both came away from the 
weekend feeling the additional hassle /expense of a four loop K9AY was a worthwhile investment. 1 
should note that the 10 dB amplifier (switchable) in the Welbrook version of the K9AY made SUB- 
STANTIAL improvements in the S/N ratio on weak international MW signals as well as those on long 
wave. This amplification might be the root of the differences in experience with the Wellbrook version 
of the K9AY and the experience of some homebrewers. 

Conditions on March 18 and 19 were about the same as... maybe marginally better than... the previ- 
ous weekend. However, the conditions on March 20 were SUBSTANTIALLY better with more Russian 
and Chinese stations noted than on any other single night and with many of the Japanese stations at 
remarkably good levels for long periods of time. 

It was a better than good DXpedition and the fellowship continued to be the high point of the days 
and evenings.”

John R Tudenham <jotud@juno.com>: That’s interesting as KMOX St Louis is doing the same thing. 
The real estate they occupy must have great commercial value, I can think of no other reason. With 
50kw non DA they wouldn’t have a problem with coverage. KMOX like many St Louis stations is on 
the Illinois side of the river. 

Wayne Heinen <Nrclog@aol.com>: That’s a big reason for many to move. The land under their site 
will sell for far more than the expense of moving farther away and still supplying a good signal. KOA- 
850 is near the corner of Lincoln Ave and Parker Rd in Parker Colorado. The area is growing fast and 
that land could become much more valuable for development. I hope they move, they’re only 7 miles 
from me! 

Mark Durenberger <durenberger@uswest.net>: That may be a CP to operate an aux from their 
backup site in Ramsey County (an old 1470 tower). I’ll check and let you know. 

Robert Foxworth <rfoxworl@tampabay.rr.com>: Imagine the poor DXer, who ten years ago bought 
3 acres ina nice quiet meadow away from everything ... bingo, 1000 feet away now there’s this brand 
new steel tower. And about 10 volts of RF on his receiver antenna terminal. Hmmm ... Stamp Collect- 
ing, anyone? 

Fred Vobbe <fredv@nrcdxas.org>: “The land under their site will sell for far more than the expense of 
moving farther away and still supplying a good signal.” Ditto WLQV-1500 in Detroit. They took down the 
east three towers of the 12 tower array because K-mart made them a deal they could not refuse for the 
land. 

Mark Durenberger: I verified that the CP is indeed to license their backup site. No plans to move 
the main. 

Pete Taylor <taytac@worldnet.att.net>: WCCO is supposed to have just changed XR sites so many 
someone out there can give us a “before” and “after” comparison. | have only heard it once here, two 
months ago, but that was due more to having CKKY overwhelm KIRO’s 830 image than anything else. 

Neil Kazaross <neilkaz@interaccess.com>: | don’t know any details...but I can tell you that, in my 
opinion they don’t have nearly as good a signal as many other low band 50KWers. 

Russ Edmunds <wb2bjh@yahoo.com>: Maybe not by you! They were just as strong as any Chi- 
cago/Detroit clear here before WEEU moved to 830... 

Mark Durenberger: Water table at the existing Coon Rapids site has been 


falling for many years. And ground conductivity in a couple of directions is HAWK 


not that exciting. Typically, what was once “pasture” is now hemmed in with 
homes built right up to the edge of the property line. They’re also operating a 
“long” tower (originally designed for 810 kHz). 

Bob Smolarek <radiobob@ptd.net>: Same thing here in New Jersey, WCCO never had the signal 
that the other 50 kw’ers had. I don’t know if it was that they were just a little bit farther than the 
Chicago’s or KMOX. They never were in the class of power of KMOX, WSB, WLS, WBT, WTAM, WBZ, 
even WHO. I can’t tell you the many nights I’d put 830 on and hear Brockville, ON or some Latin 
American. 

John R Tudenham: Some nights that’s true here in SW Missouri, but being further north they seem 
to be affected more by Aurora conditions. 

Fred Vobbe: I think they are worse now, than 10-years ago. On most nights they are weak here in 
Lima and getting beat up pretty bad by 820 and 840, plus some co-channel. 


While I generally won’t get into stories of the following type (FCC fines, e.g.), this one is rather 
significant, and has some bearing on DX loggings of the last few years — specifically, WRHC, Florida, 
on 1560.

Doug Smith <w9wi@bellsouth.net>: The FCC Compliance Bureau has issued another doozy - not 
quite as good as the station in rural South Texas that decided to move its transmitter to suburban 
Houston anyway after the Commission specifically denied their request, but it’s pretty close.. and it 
involves a station that has yielded several comments on this list in the past, WRHC-1550: WRHC is 
licensed to Coral Gables, Florida, a Miami suburb. It’s licensed for 10,000/500 U4 on 1550, and holds a 
permit to move to 1560 with 45,000/4,400 U4. Both frequencies are dual-site operations, with a total of 
four different sites involved (one of them, the 1560 day site, co-located with WWFE-670). Beginning in 
October 1996, WQXR-1560 NYC began receiving complaints of interference from a Spanish-language 
station which turned out to be WRHC. They (somehow) determined that WRHC was operating as 
5,000 U1 from an “unauthorized location”. After contacting the station, interference stopped, but then 
resumed around the beginning of 1998 and would only stop briefly after WOXR complained. I’ll now 
quote paragraph 4 of the FCC’s order: 

“4, In responsive pleadings and subsequent correspondence, WBC (licensee of WRHC-ds) admits 
that it had never operated from its licensed daytime site and that it had been evicted from its nighttime 
site in February 1996. WBC further acknowledges that it had begun operating WRHC from its con- 
struction permit site in the fall of 1996 on 1560 kHz both during the day and at night without Commis- 
sion authorization, and that it inadvertently operated at night on several occasions without authoriza- 
tion. WBC also concedes that it had been operating Station WRHC since the end of December 1997 or 
the beginning of January 1998 with a new transmitter set at 5 kW. Additional pleadings from Interstate 
(licensee of WQXKR - ds) reflect that, although WBC temporarily ceased broadcasting after local sunset 
beginning July 16, 1998, it continued to broadcast for periods of time before local sunrise and after local 
sunset between August 1998 and February 1999. By letter to the Commission dated March 8, 1999, 
WEC pledged not to operate at night until such time as it had express authority to do so. However, 
WEC has made no such pledge with respect to daytime operations, and its July 1999 license applica- 
tion (File No. BL-990707DC) was dismissed as patently defective by the Mass Media Bureau on August 
5, 1999. WBC petitioned for reconsideration of that action, resubmitted the application, and contends 
that it supplied sufficient information to obtain program test authority. However, the Mass Media 
Bureau, by letter dated March 7, 2000, determined that the resubmitted application contained several 
serious discrepancies. Accordingly, the Mass Media Bureau informed WBC that further action on the 
application would be withheld to allow WBC to file a corrective amendment. The Mass Media Bureau 
further informed WBC that failure to supply the amendment would result in dismissal of its applica- 
tion. Although the Mass Media Bureau has not authorized program tests, as required in this situation, 
WBC admits that it has operated and continues to operate WRHC during the day.” 

(my English teachers would have flunked me for writing a paragraph that long<g>) In paragraph 
5, the FCC indicates that it believes WRHC has not used its licensed 
daytime facilities since they were destroyed by Hurricane Andrew, Hear every REOSKINS game ONLY on... 
and its licensed nighttime facilities since they were evicted in 1996. las 
They have found evidence that WRHC has operated at night with an 
unauthorized power. And they continued to do so after being notified amo; 
- and admitting - that such operation was unauthorized. This will be 
expensive. For causing interference, the fine is $7,000. For operating on an unauthorized frequency 
(because even though they held a CP for 1560, they were not allowed to run program tests on that 
frequency without obtaining advance approval, which didn’t happen), $4,000. For operating at an 
unauthorized location (again, because they didn’t have advance approval for program tests with the 
CP), another $4,000. And, the Commission may adjust fines upwards when extenuating circumstances 
- such as intentional and repeated violations - exist. This one was adjusted upwards 50%, for a total 
fine of $22,500. At the time of the release, the violations had not yet ceased. The Commission took the 
unusual step of threatening the “death penalty” — if WRHC continues to operate without a license, 
program test authority, or special temporary authority for more than 30 days after the release, it may 
be necessary to institute proceedings which “...could lead to the issuance of an order revoking the 
license for Station WRHC.” (yikes, that means they can continue to operate illegally for 30 days??) 
Anyway, if you thought you were hearing WRHC wiping out WOXR over the last couple of years, you 
werent hearing things, and it wasn’t aurora... 

Lee Freshwater <LFreshwate@aol.com>: This is typical of the FCC and how they run things. How 
they can miss a station operating on the wrong frequency, that close to an FCC field office (or did they 
shut down the Miami office?) just boggles the mind. I tried for six months to get a pirate station in 
Gainesville shut down. I really didn’t care about them until they started slapping a “spur” on top of 
one of our stations. After six months the “Commission” still had not done anything. Except to send 
two inspectors to find the pirate, and tell them “Don’t do it anymore”...We finally had to call the US 
Justice department. They finally took care of it. If] ran the FCC, all | would need to do would be to join, 
NRC, IRCA and subscribe to the two monitoring mags. Seems that we all know more about what’s 
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yoing on than they do !!! 

Russ Edmunds: | believe that probably many of us, myself included, were under the erroneous 
impression that the CP had been granted, and it was on and licensed. I’ve heard numerous ID’s on 
1560 over the years and thought nothing of it! It hasn’t been heard here on 1550 since at least 1996. And 
after this long, what’s another 30 days, hi? 

Doug Smith: It would be a reasonable impression. The CP had, in fact, been granted. Even in this 
case, that allows tests - with open carrier, tones, and IDs. In most cases, even tests with regular pro- 
gramming may be conducted without further approval. According to the release in this case though, 
when a frequency change is involved, advance permission must be obtained from Commission staff 
before program tests may begin. The absence of that permission seems to be what they 
mean by indicating the station was operating on the wrong frequency. (of course, 
operating at 5,000 U1 when your CP calls for 45,000/4,400 U4 isn’t exactly a good 
idea either - especially when you don’t stop when the FCC catches you!) — fs 

Wayne Heinen: We moved WRHC to 1560 in the LOG back in 1997 edition; 
they were there and we just figured that the FCC hadn’t updated there data base! BRAY 

Ron Gitschier <RGITSCHIER@doyle.navy.mil>: I remember receiving splatter 
interference from WRHC on the channel I worked on, not very far from the xmtr of 2 385 
ex:WYHI 1570 Fernandina Beach, FL (now WGSR) while we were on the last mo- = 
ments of 5kw day power. It wouldn’t surprise me at all if they were indeed using 44 or 
50kw on 1560 kHz. It was pretty evident to me at night around Fernandina Beach/Jacksonville, FL. I’m 
shocked to learn that they finally got off their rocker about WRHC. All this time I thought the scuttle- 
butt around Jax radio was true, that the Clinton administration asked the FCC to turna blind eye to the 
offenses due to a large Democratic Contingency in Metro Dade and that some (all?) of the program- 
ming was geared toward an Anti-Castro slant for a potential Cuban audience. 

Doug Smith: It was reliably reported some time ago that the local prosecutor in Miami refused to 
prosecute a (shortwave) anti-Castro pirate. I can see where that would cause the FCC to ignore obvious 
violations. Don’t think I’d blame that on Clinton; the anti-Castro folks down there don’t think much of 
Democrats. 

Patrick Martin: The interesting thing is I OSL’d them last year on 1560 kHz. I had no idea they were 
supposed to be on 1550. I caught them mixing with SSer and WQEW in Oregon using a 1500' beverage. 
That is one interesting QSL. They must not have known what they were doing. 

Doug Smith: They either believed they were legal, or that nobody would bother them. (apparently 
they forgot that DX exists, and that they really *could* cause interference in NYC!) I’m beginning to 
wonder... if we should take a collection & sign up the Enforcement Bureau for subscriptions to DX 
News and DX Monitor?? (maybe with a special flag to delay their copy for a week so DXers get a 
chance to log the lawbreakers before they get busted<g>) 

Wayne Heinen: I've already told a few techs in our local office they should subscribe to DX News. 
They would prefer that I rat on the pirates to them personally via email. 1 guess if they bust one they'll 
get an “atta boy” or something.... 

Fred Vobbe: You know, all it would take is for some FCC CIB fellow to sign up to the list, and not 
post a message, nobody would know, and look at all the tips he would receive. Talk about making his 
work easy! 

Paul Swearingen <PlsBCBDXER@aol.com>: It has happened before ... the FCC has actually taken 
action, based upon what was printed in DX News. 

Paul Smith, W4KNX <sunray2@gte.net>: My bet you could sign up Riley Hollingsworth. Just get 
his ham call and sign him up to: hamcall@arrl.net I'll bet it will get to him. 

Robert Foxworth <rfoxworl@tampabay.rr.com>: I think his call is K4ZDI1. But | think he is in- 
volved with the Personal Radio side of it. You need someone in the Mass Media bureau. | doubt that 
Hollingsworth would be the best person to contact. But he could tell you who, | suppose. Back in the 
1960’s Gordon Nelson told me and others that the FBIS was a recipient of DX News and I believe this 
arrangement predated Nelson by quite a bit. They were one of several names who were intentionally 
omitted from the publicly available membership list (of paid subscribers) the club provided. For those 
who don’t know, FBIS (Foreign Broadcast Information Service) is [or, was then at least] a part of the 
CIA, one of the more publicly visible parts. Their analogue in Britain would be BBCMS with whom 
they have reciprocal exchange agreements. They (FBIS) used to send gratis the IDXD editor, whom- 
ever it was at the time [and in/around 1970 it was me] a set of FBIS logs “Broadcasting Stations of the 
World” whenever a new set came out. These logs disappeared years ago, but had some usefulness 
then. Yes J] remember Dave Popkin well. I think he was also WA2CCF [FCC backwards] and then went 
on to become perhaps, W2CC. So, the idea of outside agencies reading club bulletins is not a new idea. 
Especially _reading_ them and not just receiving them, hi. 

Russ Edmunds: Back in the late 1960’s and early 1970’s, the FCC’s David Popkin (who was also a

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convention speaker for us once) subscribed, and that was during a period when there were numerous 
AM pirates on the air, many of whom were subsequently busted as a result... 


And with the recent approval of the CP for WVWI to go to 1690, a little bit on that station. 

Ron Gitschier: WVWI “Radio One” 1000 kHz, St. Thomas, US Virgin Islands... rec 6PM eastern, 120 
mi south of xmtr... NCAA Basketball Playoffs via Westwood One, Wisconsin VS Michigan State. TOH 
Sweeper /Jingle. Well, I thought this station was still 1kw but I see that it’s been upped to Skw during 
the day. So, it’s not too surprising a catch. What does intrigue me about this station that the COL is the 
“Island” of St Thomas (WVWL, St. Thomas). The Community _is_ Charlotte Amalie. Or am I wrong? 
I’ve visited the Island of St. Thomas and that’s the impression I got. I have other IDs stashed away 
somewhere at home that show stations [Ding with Charlotte Amalie as the COL... Sort of inconsistent. 
The 1999 WRTH shows this station as silent. Of all the times I’ve sailed past the USVI or visited in the 
past 8 or more years they’ve never been silent. They're usually amongst the healthiest-sounding AM 
station there judged by program content, audio/modulation quality, and programming. Lots of local 
talk and sports, nice spot load... Anybody know of WVWI going dark in the recent past?? Has anyone 
logged this station? 

Wayne Heinen: Don’t know what reference is showing St. Thomas as the COL. The AM Radio Log 
and the FCC both have Charlotte Amalie. WRTVH has always been rather lax on COL’s matching 
reality. I believe they were silent for a few months, a few years back after one of the hurricanes did in 
the Island’s.... 

Patrick Griffith, NONNK <AM-DXer@webtv.net>: Ron, I am a part-time Disaster Communica- 
tions and Technology Manager with the US Public Health Service Office of Emergency Preparedness. 
In September of 1998 I was deployed to St Thomas as part of an advance team just before Hurricane 
Georges struck. WVWI was on the air then and ran the full Skw pits and night during the emergency 
situation. Their antenna was a 180' self-supporting tower on 
the west end of St. Thomas Harbor with a base elevation of 5' rive Of 
above sea level. lt survived the direct hit from Georges with no WBZ*2"31030 
problems. I’m certain that the transmitter site is inside the city 
limits of Charlotte Amalie. I may be wrong but I believe Char- 
lotte Amalie is the only actual city on the island and COL probably means little to the folks out there. 
At the time I was there WVWI was owned by Knight Quality Stations (www.viaccess.net) and the CE 
was Ron Hall Sr. Interestingly I listened to a live satellite feed of an Atlanta Braves game on this station. 
BTW the north side of the island is in the Atlantic Ocean but the south side is in the Caribbean Sea. 
What a beautiful place! 

Steve Francis <Pellisipi@aol.com>: There was an answer on “Jeopardy!” a while back that said 
Charlotte Amalie was the only town on St. Thomas, so, as Bruce said, the two are probably inter- 
changeable as far as the locals are concerned. Maybe something like “Washington” and “DC” or “Mo- 
naco” and “Monte Carlo.” They did a DX test on 1-16-95 (and none too soon - it turned out to be 
WMVP’s last season with a Monday silent period). Quite a few DXers heard it, I managed one code 
period under HJAQ with XEOY nulled. It didn’t really sound as if they were running the full Skw - 
Ernie Cooper on Cape Cod was the only reporter in DX News who mentioned getting any voice out of 
them. Anyway, the little QSL sheet that I got has “St. Thomas” as the city in the address. 


More on Trans-Atlantic (TA) reception: 

Pete Taylor: No, I didn’t hear any TAs here, but following up on an E-mail referring to good TA or 
reverse TA conditions recently, overnight March 18-19 was the best and cleanest I have seen since we 
moved here 3 1/2 years ago. Starting with CHFA under KNBR (nothing has ever been heard under 
them before, other than KKGR and KOMW at SR or SS), WGY under KGO, KRDU chomping at CKWX 
and up through WITM and WMDBR, it was sheer overload. Unfortunately, my wife and 1 went out to 
a school function and I didn’t get at the dials until a little after 11 PM PST. Around SAM PST, hets were 
noted on 621, 639 and 891 but I couldn’t pull any audio out. It was really quite refreshing, and I hope 
someone else out there was able to snag a few exceptional goodies. PS - One TA has been heard here, 2 
1/2 years ago, and that was pre-KYIZ, the CW station in the Netherlands on 1620. 

Bruce Conti <BACONTI@aol.com>: Mauno Ritola wrote: “If Texan stations like WOAI can be heard 
in Europe, why not vice versa?” DX doesn’t always go both ways. For example, DXers in eastern 
Australia and New Zealand often log stations such as WCBS New York and WBZ Boston. However, 
although it has been done, it’s nearly impossible to hear Australia or New Zealand in the northeastern 
US/Canada. Why? Perhaps it’s because DXers in Australia/New Zealand have a large salt water path 
to the US, while DXers in the eastern US have to deal with a 3000-mile land path. Also there aren’t as 
many higher power (50 kW) stations from down under to choose from. By the way, I had Norway-1314 
in clear early last night (2300 UTC), but it quickly faded away into the night. TA signals were actually 
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down compared to a few days ago, so | didn’t spend much time listening last night. 

Russ Edmunds: Another factor is that here in the NE US, we have many more co-and adjacent- 
channel stations to work thru, and, I suspect, more electrical noise pollution as well. These two are key 
in my analysis, owing to the relative frequency of such receptions even in the 1950’s and 1960’s. I recall 
other hearing (and me spending a lot of futile time looking for) 4QD on (1 think) 1550 in the late 60's... 

Larry Van Horn (Monitoring Times) <larry@grove-ent.com>: When Gayle and I lived in Jackson- 
ville several years ago, I had several very nice TA openings including one that let me Iog Saudi Arabia 
on a low end Panasonic portable. We were several miles inland (Orange Park) and | never did get a 
chance to do some water path stuff at the beach. Would have been fun. 

Mauno Ritola <ritola@pp.inet.fi>: “TA signals were actually down compared to a few days ago, so 
I didn’t spend inuch time listening last night.” Of course you are right, the conditions on Saturday 
weren't as good as on Thursday and Friday, but it was just my prediction and | tried to encourage 
people to try for TA’s. Anyway the probability of hearing Europeans in the US is higher when US 
stations are heard in Europe compared to conditions when they are not heard, right? On Saturday the 
conditions turned to south and here we heard mostly Colombians, while in the US Norway-1314 wasn’t 
very strong and Southern Europeans & North Africans were dominating. I heard that last night was 
much better than Saturday, so maybe the good opening continues? The good conditions have had a 
clear 27-day cycle even in this season of sunspot maximum, so we could expect another good TA- 
opening around April 10th-14th! 


We'll get around to the end of the legal ID discussion sooner or later... 

Neil Kazaross: Around the Chicago area, most FMers are known by their slogans and few non 
DxXers actually know the calls unless the stations have been around a long long time. The point is that 
the radio dial is a very competitive market place and these stations do what they feel is necessary to 
compete. We as DXers must realize that these stations do not have a requirement to service the needs of 
us DXers. 

John R. Tudenham: Here in Joplin MO we have 3 stations that are IDed by slogan. Kissin 92.5, 
Kicks 102.5 and oldies 107. You probably couldn’t find 10% of their listeners that know their call sign. 
They are KSYN 92.5, KIXQ 102.5 and KMOQ 107.1. Also we have Big dog 97.9 1 don’t remember their 
call. On AM it may be different. 

Russ Edmunds: “We as DXers must realize that these stations do not have a requirement to service 
the needs of us DXers.” I don’t think it can be said any better than this! We may not like it, but that 
won't change a thing! 

Glenn Hauser <ghauser@HOTMAIL.COM>: | am really surprised at the preponderance of opin- 

ion here that legal IDs should not matter any more in the US radio market. Speaking as a citizen as well 
as a DXer, I think it is NOT too much to require a station occu- 
pying the PUBLIC’s airwaves to devote 2 seconds an hour at 
hourtop to giving out its call letters. The rest of the time, they 
can do whatever they want. But, At the risk of stating the obvi- Ane: 
ous, the whole point of call letters is that they are unique to 
each station (well, almost). While made-up slogans such as “Y- 
97” or “KISS” etc., etc. are all over the place and furthermore cannot be looked up in any official master 
list. This stems from the stupid but widespread idea that stations are only hearable in their local mar- 
ket. While other countries do get along quite well without legal ID requirements and without any call 
letters assigned, this is one American tradition that goes back to the roots of radio and it should be 
maintained. If not call letters, let us at least hear the FCC file number at the top of every hour! 

Jim Wiskow <jcwiskow@win bright.net>: Bravo Glenn! You couldn’t have said it better, so now I'll 
shut up. 

Ragnar Danneskjold <lwdxer@juno.com>: AMEN GLENN! Brother, I am glad to see that I am not 
the only one. | figure that 1am worth 2 seconds an hour. Who the hell cares what the station calls itself 
the other 59:58 of the hour. They could call themselves “Hamster brains from hell” for all I am con- 
cerned. Just let me know who I am listening to. This non-IDing stuff makes it hard to file a complaint 
if you have an issue that you might want to being up if you don’t know who the station is. “If not call 
letters, let us at least hear the FCC file number at the top of every hour!” Even this would work. Thanks 
for a post I can agree with. 

Chris Knight <swrad@juno.com>: Most stations that play music have slogans. Since most AMs 
have talk, slogans like “Newstalk 5-80” are the norm. How does one identify that station? 

Russ Edmunds: As much as is possible to keep current nationally on such an ever-changing item, 
the combination of the NRC Log which lists some, and the DDXD columns, one can do a decent job of 
it. On FM, the FM Atlas tries to keep current on slogans, and updates them in the companion FMedia! 
These are both imperfect, to be sure, but short of an online database with religious updates from mem- 
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bers, it’s about as good as it can be! 

Chris Knight: “I have never seen an area like AZ with so many in violation all the time though.” 
Not to mention KFNN-1510. They make local KDKO unlistenable sometimes (not that I’d want to 
listen to them...hi). I’ve noticed KFNN at near KOMA-1520 levels as late as 10:30PM MST as recent as 
last month. 

Mark Durenberger: What I found, zipping thru Phoenix at Christmas, was that KFNN occupied 
1460 to 1560 with its sidebands. Kinda “piggy”, don’t you think? But hey: that’s ‘unregulated’ 

Chris Knight: If there were no legal IDs, it sure would be easier to operate pirate stations. Who 
would notice? 

David Braun <dcbraun@delanet.com>: “No one will keep listening to our station if they don’t 
know exactly who and where we are.” You cannot get any idea who or where a station is by some 
dumb slogan like y97 or q102.” That depends on which “where a station is” you’re trying to push. I 
don’t think stations (or listeners, for the most part) care if a station is in a major city or one of the 
suburbs. If it’s received clearly, and programs what I want to listen to, the “where” would refer more 
“where on the dial”, so listeners know where to tune in. And I would bet that for most listeners “Q102” 
tells them just as much or more about a station that “WIOQ”. 

Jim Wiskow: Bruce, what this amounts to is the dumbing down of our society in yet another area. 
1 still say that call letters are there for a reason and that reason is that they should be used and used 
often. not necessarily in the form ofa legal id but still as an identifier for the station as opposed to some 
goofy slogan. let’s agree to disagree on this one Bruce. I’m for callsigns as station identifiers because 
that’s what they were intended for. As I’ve stated before, if I’m new to an area, and I hear Kiss 108 or 
jam whatever, it means nothing to me. The reason others have latched on to these cuty liners is because 
they are what stations use instead of their callsigns. It would be the same as dropping the monicker DX 
Audio Service for “the tape!! I want to hear callsigns and hear them often. 

Russ Edmunds: “While made-up slogans such as “Y-97” or “KISS” etc., etc. are all over the place 
and furthermore cannot be looked up in any official master list.” Here, again - it is only we DX’ers who 
have a need for an official list. The FCC can do it by their file numbers, assuming they have any real 
reason to do so - given their current political and economic constraints... “While other countries do get 
along quite well without legal ID requirements and without any call letters assigned, this is one Ameri- 
can tradition that goes back to the roots of radio and it should be maintained.” It should also be pointed 
out that in many other countries where either calls are not assigned and/or not required to be used, 
there are similar duplications of slogans based on the same notion that signals somehow stay within 
their market... 

Jim Wiskow: I am not talking about the “needs” of us DXers here. 1 am talking about stations 
having some class and common courtesy. Cute slogans and filtered liners do not equate to class. 

Ragnar Danneskjold: “You cannot get any idea who or where a station is by 
some dumb slogan like y97 or q102.” Far be it for me to keep my mouth shut on 
any subject. [clink...clink...] Ok my 2¢ are in the pot and I can get on the soapbox. g Wi 
Jim, you are right. There are a bazillion stations that call themselves “The Mix”, SN 
“Z-Rock”, “Smooth Jazz”, “Oldies 95” and all sorts of crap that tells you nothing TRO AM BOM 
about who the station is or where they are. What ever happened to a station “ps 
being proud of who they are? I suppose the mega-corporations could give acrap Your Music From the 
about being proud of who they are and as long as the money rolls in, they are _ 50's, 60's & 70's 
happy. It takes about 3-5 seconds to 1D. The station doesn’t care about its listen- 
ers enough to spend 3-5 seconds an hour to tell the listener who they are doesn’t deserve my time to 
even turn the radio on for background noise. What is worse than no IDs is that the stations play all 
kinds of music, especially on FM that NEVER announce the artist and name of the song. That stinks as 
far as Iam concerned. | don’t think that IDing from :02 to :04 is a great imposition. The station could 
even do it on computer and play a wave file at the same time each hour. It’s not that big a deal. “Let's 
cut the cuty slogans and stupid filtered liners and go back to basics.” AMEN, and hallelujah! I wish 
that they would go back to TOH and BOH IDs. Still, if they would just ID at the top of the hour that 
would be enough for me. But then if we did that the corporate honchos would never meet their goal of 
no IDs on any station so they could do everything from the AMFM studios in Dallas and not have to 
worry about anything. For them it homogeneity means increased profits. That way they could fire 90% 
of the employees that are left and keep their already low salaries for themselves. Well, that’s about all

DX'ing 'smart', with shared tips and requests by NRC members 


Hello again, and welcome to Target DX! First off, 1 want to correct a mis-wording in the initial 
column ( Issue 23 ). In the question about specific receptions and auroral cx, | used the phrase “...as the 
Maximum Usable Frequency (MUF) rises through the band....” Instead of “rises”, I should have said 
“moves”. Clearly, in order for it to rise, it must have started below, and therefore it would also have to 
fall in order to return. Less clearly, though, is the fact that for different ionospheric layers, there are 
different ‘normal’ MUF’s, some below the BCB and some above. Another item of import - my email 
address (es ). I can be reached directly via email at either <wb2bjh@hotmail.com> or 
<wb2bjh@yahoo.com>. Owing to service problems at varying times, | have been forced to switch be- 
tween the two for my connections to the NRC listservs, but 1 do check both regularly. 


T want to take this opportunity to explain the answers to a couple of items contained on the front page of #23: 
Q- What is the term “graveyard” in the context of DX’ing? 
A- “Graveyard” is used by BCB DX’ers to refer to the local channels ( 1230, 
1240, 1340, 1400, 1450 & 1490 kHz. ). It is believed that the term derives from the K D 0 
idea that on these channels, local stations were allocated in very tightly, and that 
the result is a frequency which is as crowded as a graveyard is with graves, al- Radis Dinange 
though if any of our long-time DX’ers reading this have some additional history on 1240 am 
this, we'd all be grateful if you’d share it.

Q- What is the meaning of the term “barefoot” when used to describe DX equipment? __ Favoaires Of The 
A- “Barefoot” usually means that a receiver is being used without any external "Os & COS'#' 70s 
antenna - using only the built-in antenna. Sometimes, it may also be intended to mean that the receiver 
is also being used without any outboard accessory equipment. 


Next, I'd like to continue the listing of websites for the DX’er which I began in the last column: 

<www.fcc.gov/mmb/asd/seacall.htmI> is an FCC site containing the mailing addresses for broad- 
cast stations other than TIS stations. I have not yet reviewed this site for currency, accuracy or com- 
pleteness, as I have no need for such information, however for those who actively QSL, this might be 
very helpful. FM and TV addresses are also listed here. 

<www.fcc.gov/mmb/asd/bickel/tis/freqtis.html> is an FCC site containing listings of the Land- 
Mobile Database covering TIS stations, listed by frequency. This is frequently less current than many 
other FCC sites, but it still very useful. 

<www.fcc.gov/bureaus/mass_media/public_notices/call_sign_changes/> is an FCC site where regu- 
lar call- change or call-assignment actions are publicized, usually ona bi-weekly basis. These bulletins 
include AM, FM, TV and TV translators. 

<www.penguin2.heartland.net/ebs/kodis> is a site which permits you to determine the actual lo- 
cations of broadcast stations, including online maps. 

<www.nga.org/governor/govmasterlist.html> is the National Governors’ Association site, which 
contains a current list of the governors of the states. This can be helpful when you need to identify 
what state a PSA or a news item is referring to. 

<www.spaceweather.com> is a most interesting and instructive site run by some NOAA folks fea- 
turing lost of material on all aspects of space weather, including auroras, sunspots, solar flares and the 
like. This is an excellent place to bone up and get current on these topics. 

<wwwsvartifoss.fcc.g0Vv:8080/prod/cdbs/pubace/prod/cdbs_pa.htm> is the FCC’s newest effort, 
which features several user-variable inquiries against the FCC broadcast station database for AM, FM 
& TV. This includes more data fields and more flexibility than the ‘Query’ site noted last issue. It is 
anticipated that this site will ultimately replace the older one. 

<wwwunit.edu:8001/geo> is the Geographic Nameserver operated by MIT. This offers a very quick 
way to match up a city or town with the name of the county in which it is located. 

<www.mapping.usgs.gov/www/gnis> is the a government site where you can identify, cross-check 
or locate geographically all sorts of geographical features such as cities, towns, counties, mountains, 
lakes, rivers and so on. This can be valuable to place a geographic location onto a landmark which may 
have been mentioned in a broadcast. 
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Now, for a few ( well, maybe more than a few ) words of caution about all of these websites. It is very easy, 
and very much human nature, to try to take all of this to extremes. While many of these sites can be 
invaluable in the process of trying to identify a station heard based upon fragmentary information, 
and absent a legal ID or anything close to one, we need to remember that before we claim or report a 
station as heard, we need to be as certain as possible that there aren’t still other possibilities... that we 
haven’t jumped to conclusions. Most DX’ers like to have as many distinct items pointing to an ultimate 
conclusion as they can. Obviously, we are limited by what we are able to hear. I find that more often 
than not, the information 1 gather from these sources helps me to narrow the list of possibilities down 
by helping me to eliminate stations from that list. It is not always that this process comes down to only 
one remaining possibility. The bottom line should be that if there is any reasonable doubt as to whether 
or not the station is what you think it is, it’s better to report it as a ‘probable’ or a ‘presumed’ or a 
‘tentative’. 


One final note as to reporting Unidentified Stations to DDXD— In the majority of cases, if you don’t 
have at least two reasonably distinctive items which someone else might reasonably be able to identify, 
then it probably isn’t worth submitting it at all. An item which contains a frequency and a format isn’t 
sufficient, partly because it’s only one item, but partly also because even that one item is so subjective 
given the quantity of slight variations in formats. 


Q- I am not able to string outdoor antennas where I live, and I am also not able to use a loop. What other 
options do I have? / 

A- Fortunately, there are several. If you have a receiver which has a built-in antenna, that is obvi- 
ously one option — using it barefoot as per the earlier item. These are also a number of options for 
indoor wire antennas. One method is to drape a wire around the perimeter of the DX 
room, running across door frames, window frames, pictures, photographs, or even 
furniture. Often this can be done without fasteners of any kind. If fasteners can be 
used, even if only in some places along the antenna’s path, that provides the opportu- 
nity to keep it tighter and more level. It is also possible to tape a spiral of wire onto a 
window if you have large-plate windows as opposed to smaller panes. If you are on 
the second floor or above, you can even run a wire around the perimeter of the room 
on the floor. In extreme cases, where the window screens are either not framed in 
metal, or do not fit into metal frames, you can even connect a wire to the screen and 790 AM 
use it as an antenna. I had one of these in a college dormitory room and it worked 
quite effectively, as did a window spiral as discussed above in another dormitory room. And even if 
you can’t have a regular loop, you might be able to make a small spiral loop ( there is an article in one 
of the NRC Antenna Reference Manuals on this subject ) or even wind a number of coils of wire around 
an empty cardboard oatmeal container to create a mini-loop. 


Unfortunately, owing toa recent crash of my computer's hard drive, this column was completed and then lost 
the next day, as I hadn't backed it up ( bad move ! ). Therefore, I’ve had to try to quickly re-construct it in order 
to meet deadline. Asa result, I’ve not been able to include everything which was in my first try. Those items will 
appear next issue.

Time for another musing, and to get some things off my chest about the current BCB DXing situa- 
tion compared to my early experiences. When I was a pre-teen (before 1933!) I used to be thrilled to 
pick up CMQ. Now every evening when I’m trying to build up my domestic DX totals by nulling out 
WEAN, WBBM, etc., some dratted Cuban comes rolling in to mess things up. I also have trouble 
getting used to the FCC’s policy of slotting lower-powered stations on what used to be clear-channel 
frequencies. On winter evenings in the 1970s, when I got off from work 


in DC at 5:00 PM I could tune the VW Bug’s radio to 1160 kHz and listen 
to WJJD in Chicago on my way home to suburban Maryland. Now Iam 
lucky if Ican get WSCR, its successor, with my Drake R-8 and the Kiwa 


loop. And speaking of WJJD, time was when it was only 20 kw, and 
si Hee off atl LSS in Salt Lake City, allowing you to receive KSL. I don’t NEWS/TALK 
know how many years it has been since I was last able to get KSL. An- 
other station I haven’t heard for a long time is KOA, in Denver. Back | 8 bad 3 sd '¢) 
before “Radio’s Moving Day”, when KOA was on 830 kHz, you could 
listen for WHDH in Boston to sign off on that frequency, followed by 
WRUF in Gainesville, and then sit back and listen to KOA without any competition. As far as Califor- 
nia is concerned, the only station I have heard from there since moving to Winchester in 1982 was 
KXBT-1630 in Vallejo when they first came on in 1986 and had a clear channel. KFl, KNX, KGO, etc., 
are all lost causes despite their 50 kw. As a matter of fact, it’s getting hard to hear any station witha 
“K” call here on the East Coast, outside of KMOX and a few others. I still can’t get used to the failure 
of many stations to give their call-letter 1D; if you do hear call letters, they may belong to an FM 
affiliate, or to a sister station they relay. Jerry Starr’s AM Switch shows call letter changes in almost 
every issue of DX News, but it makes me wonder why they want to change their calls if theyre not 
going to use them.

Ihave been a radio enthusiast for over forty years now, having built my first radio back in the sixth 
grade in Bayside, Ll, NY in 1959. I saved my lunch money and bought a pair of Brandes Superior 
headphones from Schneider Electronics in LI. A bus trip to Lafayette Radio yielded more goodies, and 
before you know it, | was ‘DXing’ with a 2N170 regen detector followed by a 2N107 audio amp. I had 
wanted to build a tube type regen, a la the one in “The Boys Second Book of Radio”, but the required 
IH14GT tube was obsolete even then! The next summer brought with it my best birthday present to 
date - a portable Emerson transistor radio! It was a closeout special - and it was huge! Big rotatable

Time for an “end of the season” Musing. 1 was hoping for an extraordinary amount of Auroral type 
DX this season. Unfortunately this did not happen. ] am currently using a 1966 model Zenith Trans- 
Oceanic for a receiver. This may not seem to many, to be a great radio for AM DX, and the truth is, the 
internal antenna, “Wave-Magnet” is worth next to nothing for picking up DX. The receiver performs 
quite well with little overload from locals when an external antenna is attached. 1 am using a Kiwa 
Pocket Loop on the Zenith. When | try to use the Kiwa loop on my Superadios I get horrible overload 
from 1 mi. distant WYCK-1340. The Zenith is a poor enough “picker-upper” of signals on its own that 
I get excellent nulls with the loop. My opinion of the Pocket Loop is that 1 think it is an excellent 
antenna. I like it better than the old SM’s. It is an excellent choice if you’re budget conscious and can’t 
see setting out $360.00 for the Kiwa Air Core Loop. I ordered the loop with the “PRM” which stands for 
Portable Regeneration Module. I can’t seem to discern much difference whether this is on or off. Possi- 
bly this makes a difference if you use this loop for SW. My opinion, if you want this loop just for AM 
don’t bother spending the extra bucks for the PRM extension. The local AM formats continue to go 
down hill here. This past Thursday, 3/30, WEJL-630, WBAX-1240, parallel signals, dropped their satel- 
lite Standards format for full-time ESPN Network format. A radio feature appearing in the local paper, 
The Citizens’ Voice, reported that the PD at Shamrock Communications, the owners, said they expect 
negative feedback about the format change and even a drop in the ratings, but expect a good return on 
their decision because they are targeting the male 25-39 age group with bucks in their pocket who buy 
big ticket items like cars and trucks.
